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Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on July 19, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

The examiner notes the applicant's request to correct the name and address of 
the inventor. However, the name provided (Ali Eghtesad) is different from the name on 
the original declaration. Therefore it is unclear whether the newly provided name is to 
replace that on the original declaration, or whether this newly provided name is to be 
added as an additional inventor. Clarification is required as well as a supplemental oath 
or declaration, as statelbelow. 

The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is 
required. See MPEP §§602,01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not identify the citizenship of each inventor, and it does not identify the 
mailing address of each inventor. A mailing address is an address at which an 
inventor customarily receives his or her mail and may be either a home or 
business address. The mailing address should include the ZIP Code 
designation. The mailing address may be provided in an application data 
sheet or a supplemental oath or declaration . See 37 CFR 1 63(c) and 37 
CFR 1.76. 

Applicant's arguments filed July 19, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.111(b) because they 
amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without 
specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them 
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from the references. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" 
pointing out disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also 
discuss the references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims avoid the 
references or distinguish from them. 

The examiner notes that claims 23-42 are new claims, however they retain the 
same claim objections as claims 1-22 (see previous office action), since claim 24 recites 
"The process according to claim 23", however, the preamble to claim 23 recites "A 
system". This is an improper transition from one statutory category to another. Applicant 
is encouraged to amend claim 23 as a process claim, or amend claims 24-42 as system 
claims.
